THE USES OF ANXIETY 


By Nissim Reproan 


HATEVER the outside observer 

may think of the present Areb re- 
vival, and no matter how right he may 
be in maintaining that what is now 
called the Arab Nation exists only in 
the minds of those who believe in it, 
the fact remains that for the average 
Arab intellectual today his nation is 
living through an age of profound 
revolution. This consciousness gives the 
modern educated Arab a sense of free- 
dom and adventure and produces some 
interesting effects on his psychology. in 
the April issue of the Kuweiti monthiy, 
“Al- Arabi.” a young LebDbanese writer by 
the name of Muhammed W ahba deals with 
One aspect of his contemporaries’ State of 
mind. In this article, “Anxiety end ihe 
Present Arab Generation,” the writer 
maintains that, since freedom ig an- 
xiety-forming and since all free action 
and ultimately aij human activity can 
be a @ource of anxiety, the Arabs are 
now faced with a new psychological 
situation — Anxiety.

fame thesis runs like this: If we 
have a close look at the present 
state of the Arab world we find that 
political freedom is enjoyed in many of 
its parts. We also find that the sense of 
freedom has become a general psycho- 
logical phenomenon. This sense of free- 
dom, as well as the actua/| enjoyment of 
it, have produced a feeling of anxicty 
a feeling now deeply implanted in 
the Arab soul that encompasses both 
the individual and the group 
in so far as this sense of freedom is 
ultimately identical with national con- 
sciousness, and since anxiety is an ex- 
pression of thig awareness of freedom, 
it follows that anxiety itself is a faith- 
ful expression of national consciousness 
Moreover, anxiety is a y>ositive and 
active force because. by intensifying 
ones sense of reality, H starts a process 
of seif-criticiam which ig essential both 
to individuals and nations. Ten years 
ago, anxiety did not exist in the Arab 
world because there existed no feeling 
of real freedom. Hence there was no 
real national consciousness. Anxiety is 
at one and the same time a source and 
a consequence of this consciousness.

FTER thig introduction, Wahba pro- 
ceeds to list the five faces of an- 
xiety as it is experienced by his genera- 
tion the political, the cultural, the 
psycho-social, the individual and 
the universal.

HIS brings us to the third kind ef 
anxiety besetting the contemporary 
Arab the paycho-social, which is pro- 
duced by the conflict in the Arab soul 
between inherited habits and traditions 
on the one hand and the trappings of 
modern society on the other — and the 
attempt to reconcile the two and/or let 
the one take precedence over the other. 
Arab society today faces an overwheim-
